Soviets break long silence 
on Red Chinese situation 


MOSCOW (UPI) - 
Breaking a long 
silence on Chinese 
affairs, the Soviet 
news agency Tass said today at least 
half of the Chinese Communist party lead­ 
ership was purged in Mao Tse-tung’s Cul­ 
tural Revolution. 
In a lengthy 
dispatch 
on “ events ir 
China,” the agency 
said survivors of 
the purge have joined with revolutionary 
committees that now appear to hold pow­ 
er in the country. Tass said the military 
had the dominant role. 
The story was the agency’s 
first 
major report on China since Sino-Soviet 
border 
negotiations 
began in Peking 
Oct. 
20. The Soviet foreign 
ministry 
said Monday the talks, having recessed 
Dec. 14, would resume soon. 


The youthful Red Guards who were the 
violent spearhead of the Cultural Revo­ 
lution have been squeezed out of influence 
in the revolutionary committees, Tass 
said. 
The story did not directly attack China 
as Tass had done in commentaries be­ 
fore the start of the border negotiations. 
Mostly quoting the Chinese press, it 
painted a picture of China torn by a strug­ 
gle 
of power between the Communist 
party 
apparatus and the revolutionary 
committees. 
“ Some observers say that 50 per cent 
to three-quarters of former party mem­ 
bers have been dropped” in Cultural 
Revolution purges ordered by the par­ 
ty’s 9th Congress, Tass said.

buying a $25,000 home on a

government loan will go up $6,210 Mon­ 
day. 
The Federal Housing Administration 
(F HA) 
and the Veterans 
Administra­ 
tion (VA) announced 
Tuesday the in­ 
terest 
rates on government - backed 
mortgages 
will be boosted from 7.5 
to a record 
8.5 per cent effective Jan 
5. 
It will mean bigger 
monthly 
pay­ 
ments for thousands of home buyers. 
The boost, the first in almost one 
year in FHA and VA loan ceilings, was 
described 
as an effort to attract more 
money 
into the mortgage 
market and 
stimulate home construction. 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development 
Secretary 
George W. Romney order­ 
ed the FHA increase and Veterans Ad­ 
ministrator 
Donald 
E. Johnson fol­ 
lowed suit with the VA boost. 
“ We are in the midst 
of the most 
severe 
housing 
shortage 
since 
the 
end of World War II because of the lack 
of 
mortgage 
money,” 
Romney said. 
“ The action will help to hold the line 
against 
a further 
drying up if mort­ 
gage 
funds from regular 
sources.” 
Robert Gray, a spokesman for Mort­ 
gage 
Bankers 
Association of Ameri­ 
ca, said the action was “ a substantial 
move’ to improve the crisis in the hous­ 
ing situation. Gray said the new rate 
would bring money back into the hous­ 
ing market to help hold investors. 
Gray said, however, that the 8.5 per 
cent rate was illegal in at least six 
states — Indiana, Mississippi. Missouri, 
Ohio, 
South Dakota, Virginia 
as well 
as the District of Columbia — and their 
legislatures would have to set free or 
raise the legal interest lmits. Only 45 
per cent of the FHA’s regional offices 
reported 
an 
adequate supply of funds 
to make all eligible 
loans 
on Dec. 1 . 
One year earlier, 
88 per cent of the 
offices reported 
adequate 
funding. 
The increase will have 
no effect on 
the 8.2 
million 
government-backed 
loans 
already 
outstanding. 
Persons 
with such 
mortgages 
will continue to 
pay the interest 
rate in effect at the 
time the loan was granted. 
The increase 
brings the FHA-VA in­ 
terest 
rate up to the bank prime rate, 
which has been 8.5 per cent since June 
9. 
Interest rates on conventional mort­ 
gages averaged 8.13 
per cent nation­ 
wide last month. TTiere is no ceiling on 
conventional 
interest 
rates but pur­ 
chasers 
normally 
are required 
to 
make a 30 per cent cash down payment. 
In addition to the interest rate, per­ 
sons 
buying a home on an FHA-insured 
mortgage 
must pay 
a 0.5 per cent in­ 
surance premium. 
That boosts the ef­ 
fective 
rate for FHA loans to 9 per 
cent. There is no similar premium on 
VA-guaranteed loans.

Agnew expected to visit 
Vietnam area tomorrow 


MANILA fUPI) — \ ice President Spiro 
T. Agnew’s official visit to the Philip, 
pines drew toward a close today and 
there was widespread speculation 
he 
would fly to Vietnam New Year’s Day. 
His only scheduled item Thursday was a 
trip to the mountains. 
Agnew held his first private 
talks 
with Marcos today and informed sources 
said he assured him the United States 
will stick to its commitments to Asian 
nations. It was their first talks since 
Angew arrived Monday to begin an Asian 
goodwill tour. 
Agnew, who will visit 10 nations on the 
23-day trip, had no official activities to­ 
night and only a light schedule Thurs­ 
day. 
The flight to Vietnam is barely 90 
minutes from Manila. President Nixon 
took advantage of such a light schedule 
last summer to visit Vietnam. 
Informed 
sources 
said the Agnew- 
Marcos 
session was extremely 
cor­ 
dial and, in keeping with Agnew’s pres­ 


ence in Manila as a special envoy 
to 
Marcos’ inauguration, there was no agen­ 
da and no decisions were made. 
Agnew discussed the Nixon doctrine, 
which pledges support of U.S. Asian Al­ 
lies but also 
calls for self-reliance, 
said 
Washington intended to follow

commitments, 
the sources reported.

sels. 
A spokesman 
for the Israeli oil ex­

Democrats to unseat former 
leader Sen. Hugh M. Burns, Du 
Fresno.

By DENNIS J. OPATRNY 
SACRAMENTO (UPI)-4>opu- 
lation experts predict Califor­ 
nia will widen its lead as the 
nation’s most populous state 
during the 1970s. 
But Californians remain di­ 
vided over whether the popula­ 
tion boom is a blessing or a 
curse. 
As the new decade dawns, 
one out of every 10 Americans 
lives in California. The state’s 
population 
has 
reached 
20 
million 
and 
is 
expected to 
balloon to 26 million in the next 
10 years. 
When 
the 
glitter 
of 
the 
Golden 
State 
will 
begin 
to 
tarnish is uncertain. But there 
are those who will guess. 
"California will stop growing 
one day because it will liave 
become just as repulsive as the 
rest 
of 
the country,’’ says 
geographer Daniel B. Luten. 
"It’s a truism. It’s inescapa­ 
ble,’’ adds Luten, who lectures 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley. 
Ecologist Kenneth E. F. Watt 
believes the population expan­ 
sion 
must 
subside soon or 
Californians will face "most 
serious implications” concern­ 
ing their food supply. 
"If the rate of people to 
agricultural land continues to 
rise at the current rapid rate, 
then a time will come when the 
state is no longer capable of 
providing sufficient food pro­ 
ducts 
for 
consumption 
by 
Californians, 
not to mention 
exportable 
surpluses,” says 
Watt, 
who 
teaches 
at 
the 
university’s Davis campus. 
Both statements reflect the 
increased awareness of many 
residents about the burgeoning 
population, which public offi­ 
cials 
crowed 
about 
when 
California surpassed New York 
in 1962 as the most populous 
state. 
In the 1960s the state income 
tax 
jumped 
markedly, 
the 
number of cars nearly doubled, 
the miles of concrete freeways 
more than tripled while drivers 
killed themselves and others at 
a faster clip than ever before.

paid an average of $17.14 in 
state income taxes for the year 
1960, when there were 15.7 
million Californians from whom 
the state Franchise Tax Board 
collected $269.1 million. 
The income tax bill paid by 
California’s 
20 million resi­ 
dents in 1968 was $950 million, 
or a hike to $42.50 each for the 
typical man, woman and child. 
Californians have long prided 
themselves on being first in a 
number of endeavors, although 
some 
of the honors appear 
dubious. 
The 
state 
registered 
8.6 
million motor vehicles in 1960. 
There are now more than 13 
million registered automobiles 
and trucks using the state’s 
enlarged highway network. 
There were 850 miles of 
freeways threading their way 
through California in 1960. That 
distance has since tripled to 
more than 2,700 freeway miles. 
California’s phenomenal past 
population 
growth-a 
steady 
doubling every 20 years-w ill 
continue 
but 
the 
rate 
will 
slacken slightly. 
The 
state 
Department 
of 
Finance’s population research 
unit projects there will be 26 
million Californians by 1980, 32 
million by 1990 and nearly 39 
million by the beginning of the 
21st century.

Nelson 
Rasmussen,

By ROBERT BUCKHORN 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -When 
you get into your car think 
about this: One out of the next 
50 drivers you pass will be 
drunk. 
Even worse, in the bloody 
litany of highway death statis­ 
tics, he may be an alcoholic, 
unable to control his drinking 
and thereby even more dange- 
rous. 
If you pass the drunk safely, 
think how lucky you were. His 
reaction time has been slowed 
by at least 15 per cent, and he 
is about 25 times more likely to 
have an accident than when he 
is sober.

A drunk 
driver's vision is like a man 
using sunglasses in a darkened 
room. 
* 
This year 56,000 persons died 
in highway accidents — 16,000 
more than have been killed in 
the Vietnam War in five years. 
But the startling fact in the 
death toil is this: Drunks were 
implicated 
in 25,000 of the 
fatalities. 
Drunk driving is nothing new. 
It started with the invention of 
the automobile. But the prob- 
lem has reached a magnitude 
beyond 
the understanding of 
most citizens. 
Last year, 800,000 persons 
were 
injured 
in 
accidents 
involving drunk drivers. The 
bill 
for 
economic 
dam age- 
medical 
expenses, insurance 
costs, and property damage—is 
running at the rate of $500 
million a month. 
Since the first drunk driver 
was 
killed, 
safety 
experts 
tended 
to 
blame the social 
drinker for the death toll which 
was labeled a serious problem 
as early as 1924. 
Education Programs 
There were education pro­ 
grams 
on 
the 
hazards 
of 
driving 
and drinking. There 
were 
tough 
penalties. 
The 
slogans—If 
You 
Drink-Don’t 
Drive, and Make the One for 
the Road Coffee-became part 
of the American culture. But 
still the death toll climbed. 
There is no pat answer as to 
why this has happened. But 
there is a growing amount of 
scientific research to indicate 
that the emphasis of the safety 
campaigns 
may 
have 
been 
wrong. The core of the problem 
is not the social drinker, but 
the alcoholic, the experts now 
say. 
No one disputes the fact that 
a driver who has had anything 
to drink at all is far more 
dangerous on the highway than 
a driver who had nothing. But 
Dr. Julian Waller, one of the 
nation’s leading 
experts 
on 
alcohol 
and 
driving, told a 
federal study group studies in 
California showed that alcoholic 
drivers were involved in up to 
62 per cent of the accidents 
known to involve drinking. 
The American Medical Asso» 
ciation, estimates at least six 
million alcoholics in the United 
States, and Robert E. Helm, 
deputy 
commissioner of the 
New York State Motor Vehicle 
Department claims there are 


700,000 alcoholics in his state. 
Eighty per cent of them have 
drivers licenses, he says. 
To this volatile situation, add 
one more factor. Nowhere in 
the United States is there a law 
revoking a driver’s license on 
the 
grounds 
that 
he is an 
alcoholic.

Postal politics 


Not much has been heard about postal reform since Con­ 
g r e ss gave notice that while it may be a nice subject to dis­ 
cu ss, there really isn ’t much Jiterest in doing anything about it. 
A fter years of deteriorating se rv ice accom panied by much 
com plaint but little action, a real p ossib ility of reorganizing 
the m ails to meet increasing demands developed during the 
waning years of the Johnson adm inistration with form er P ost­ 
m aster General Lawrence O 'B rien’s plan to take the Post 
O ffice out of the cabinet and revamp it as a sem i-autonom ous 
federal agency. The plan would give the postal serv ice consid­ 
erable powers independent of C ongress — in short, take it out 
of politics — with the eventual goal of not only providing bet­ 
ter serv ice, but paying its own way. 
The Nixon adm inistration bought m ost of the O ’Brien package. 
But C ongress, with a traditional patronage stake in the nation’s 
26,000 postm asterships, and the postal unions, m ore com fort­ 


able in bargaining with a vote-conscious C ongress than a le ss 
im pressionable agency, have not. Strongly opposed by the 
unions, the proposals never made it out of com m ittee on Capitol 
Hill. 


A m ore lim ited reform m easure, m erely p erm ittin g th ep resi­ 
dent to name p ostm asters without confirm ation, also died in 
C ongress. 
In an unpublicized but very effective way, the adm inistra­ 
tion apparently is L'aying m ore on the subject, however. Dur­ 
ing his first year in office, President Nixon has not named a 
single postm aster. A s a result, there are now a reported 3,500 
vacancies due to normal attrition from death and retirem ent. 
T his, of course, much to the chagrin of patronage - hun­ 
gry C ongress. 
To take the m ails out of p olitics, the President se em s to 
be taking a deviously very, very p olitical route. 
Sour grapes 


C esar Chavez says his United Farm W orkers Organizing 
C om m ittee’s nationwide 
boycott 
against C alifornia 
table 
grapes has cut the flow of that fresh fruit by 27 per cent, and is 
a su ccess. 
“ Sour grapes,” is, in effect, the reply of those in a position 
to know. 
State Agriculture 
D irector Jerry F ielder d eclares that the 
correct figure for the reduction of grape 
d eliveries is 2.7 
per cent, quite a difference. And Allen Grant, president of 
both the State Board of Agriculture and the C alifornia Farm 
Bureau Federation, in a report to Governor Ronald Reagan, 
reported that while “ the boycott has been a costly nuisance . . . 
I can say unequivocally it has failed.” 


The Governor’s response, “ I’m delighted,” w ill be echoed 
by consum ers 
everyw here who have been harassed by the 
Chavez efforts to intimidate m arkets as a m eans, in turn, of 
hurting grow ers and forcing them to subject their M ak ers to 


In the meantime by Ray M cCuen

diated. 
To prevent 
the spread of the boycott to other agricultural 
products, which is UFWOC’s avowed purpose, Grant urged all 
segm ents of C alifornia’s 
$4 billion a year agriculture indus­ 
try to join in a campaign to rally public opinion behind a 
farm labor bill sponsored by C alifornia’s U .S.Senator George 
Murphy. 
The Murphy bill would provide guidelines for true and effec­ 
tive collectiv e bargaining, protecting the b asic rights of work­ 
e r s, consum ers and grow ers - som ething the National Labor 
R elations Act cannot do because it doesn’t take into considera­ 
tion the perishable nature of farm produce. 
Such a public campaign has double m erit. It would encour­ 
age C ongress to d evise a re a listic 
solution to farm labor 
problem s, and would help clear the national atm osphere of a 
lot of what Grant ca lls “ continuing distortion of facts (by Cha­ 
vez) that places California in a bad light.”

W ashington C allin g by W illiam S. W hite 
Be gone! 


WASHINGTON —About a hundred years 
ago — that is, at the onset of 1960 — 
the dawning decade of the six ties was 
saluted with sp ecial hopefulness by men 
everyw here. Now, as it departs to make 
way for the sev en ties, it must be ush­ 
ered 
out with a rough paraphrase of 
the tart farew ell of an old English king 
to a particularly 
troublesom e Parlia­ 
ment: In God’s Name, Be Gone! 
For, let’s face it, the six tie s w ere not 
an easy tim e to get through. A syndicat­ 
ed newspaper type of pet, rem em bered 
now only by the old, 
once assured h is 
host of readers that it took a heap of 
livin ’ 
in a house to make it a home. Of 
the six tie s, it may be m ost truthfully said 
that it took a heap of resolution for the 
m ere task of livin’ through them. 
The decade that now departs will be 
w ell rem em bered, to be sure, but it 
would require a lush sentim entalism in­ 
deed to squeeze out an honest tear of nos­ 
talgia for its passing. No 10 years in all 
our history has known m ore ill-directed 
and puertile passion, m ore rebels with­ 
out a cau se, m ore “ alienation” without 
reason , more fec k le ss and pointless re­ 
jection of old values sim ply for being 
old. 
N ever were so many good things trad­ 
ed off foi new “ values” so shoddy even 
to those who had worked all this frenetic 
change sim ply for the sake of change. 
In the six ties we had more money 
than we had e v e r 
known and le s s 
content therewith; m ore m aterial goods 
than we had ever dream ed of and le ss 
p leasu re in them all; m ore education than 
ev er before and incomparably le ss learn­ 
ing and wisdom than at any tim e in a 
past 
that becam e objectionable to so 
m any. 
“ D issent” and “ free speech,” parti­ 
cu larly in the u n iversities but also in 
public d iscou rse generally, lost their old 
m eanings. 
The first cam e to mean 
a 
shouting down and even a physical sup­ 
p ression 
of all d issen ters from dis­ 
sen ter s from d issen t. The latter cam e 
to mean the m ost notably unfree speech, 
save 
only for 
the 
“ p rotestors” and 
“ d em onstrators,” that had ever afflict­ 
ed a so-called open society. 
W ise and just and im perative demands 


from an oppressed Negro m inority for 
legitim ate 
rights 
long withheld w ere 
again and again perverted by interests 
wholly unconcerned with any form of 
civ il liberty except that liberty for a 
total licen se which was, of cou rse, ex­ 
clu sively reserved for these sam e in­ 
te r e sts. 
Culturally, 
the decade saw an im ­ 
m ense spread in the power of commun­ 
ication right alongside a p rogressive and 
appalling capacity to com m unicate a 
great deal that was no so, or sim ple no- 
ism . Pot-sm oking and “ trip s” through 
Lsd w ere presented to the young in a chic 
and favorable light by famous m ass mag­ 
a zin es, and the tragic illn ess of homo­ 
sexuality becam e not so much a m atte” 
of clinical treatm ent as fodder for what 
a re called “ front-page sp read s.” 
P olitically, the six ties 
brought tech­ 
niques of hom icide 
to the very 
fore­ 
front of public life. John F. Kennedy. 
Robert F. Kennedy and Martin Luther 


King were physically assassinated. Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson was only m orally slain. 
The first three w ere victim s of a 
m alice that is 
inexplicable to this day. 
The fourth w as, in the end, driven from 
office — and by self-avowed intellectuals 
— for such profound reasons as dislike 
of his “ accent” and “ style” and place 
of birth. Without these m assice disqual­ 
ification s, 
indeed, 
he could even have 
survived the Vietnam war. 


Nor did 
the tragedy of it ail end 
h ere. All four of these 
men were at 
a ll tim es entirely vulnerable to fair and 
rational criticism and even to a rational 
rejection by the country on civilized bas­ 
e s . But every one of them was sim ply, 
in one way or another, m indlessly de­ 
stroyed. 


So, then, to the sixties: In God’s Name, 
B e Gone!

Nixon erred 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Within the White House staff itself, 
at the State Department, the U.S. Infor­ 
mation Agency and the Pentagon, there 
are men who d isagree strongly 
with 
P resident Nixon’s public response to the 
October and Novem ber antiwar demorv- 
st rations. 
It must be noted that the adm inistration 
“ d isse n ter s” known to this reporter are 
loyal to the President and believe in his 
Vietnam p o licies. But they think Nixon 
was in error when he so patently snubt*. 
ed sizab le numbers of protesting Ameri­ 
cans, 
however 
m isguided and wrong­ 
headed 
he 
may believe 
them to be. 
In what Nixon and his key advisors 
are convinced is the U.S. in terest, the 
President both in October and Novem ber 
sin cerely believed it n ecessary to make 
it crystal clear to the people of South 
Vietnam and the ru lers of Hanoi that 
he would not be pressured into sellin g 
out the south and that the dem onstra- 
tors did not rep iesen t the m ajority in 
Am erican. 
But a firm stand 
is 
one 
thing 
and 
seem ing rudeness to 
the view s of others 
is 
quite 
another, 
som e administration 
men say quite vigor­ 
ously 
in 
private 
talks. 
T hese men do not 
suggest 
that Nixon 
should have dicker­ 
ed with the demon­ 
strators or implied 
in 
any 
way that 
dem onstrations can 
substitute for deliberation by govern­ 
ment or a vote by the people. They do not 
suggest that he be polite to those who 
carried Viet Cong flags or shouted Ho 
Ho Ho Chi Minh, or to those Nazi types 
who sought violence. 
The 
adm inistration objectors think, 


с 


rather that Nixon should have announced 
in advance that he welcom ed ex p ress­ 
ions for peace, that he, as much as any 
man, wanted peace, that he had called 
on the advice of som e of the ablest men 
in the country, that he thought he was on 
the right path but that if anyone had ideas 
to offer he would listen. He could have 
repeated h is statem ent that anything was 
negotiable except the self-determ ination 
and liberty for the South V ietnam ese. 
As 
the dem onstrations progressed, 
even though the major parade did not 
p ass the White House, Nixon could have 
waved out cheerfully toward the line of 
m arch blocks away (with ail proper sec­ 
urity precautions to guard against the 
l12 per cent of lunatics among the huge 
numbers here for the dem onstrations.) 
Nixon 
could 
have asked represen­ 
tatives of the m archers to send to his 
aides alternative concrete proposals on 
bringing peace which would p reserve (hi 
freedom and Integrity of the South Viet­ 
nam ese people. 
After the parades, Nixon could have re­ 
peated that he welcom ed and appreciat­ 
ed the peaceful dem onstrations. He could 
have said they would prove to the world 
that A m erica was united in wanting peace 
even when there was disagreem ent on 
how to achieve it. He could have decried 
the actions oi the violent m inority as a 
betrayal of their fellow m archers. 
Nixon could then have stated that he 
had studied the petitions and statem ents 
turned in to him. Assum ing that the dem­ 
onstrators provided no data of signif­ 
icance not already considered by the 
P resident and his advisors ( and admin- 
istration men who circulated among the 
v isito rs reported they heard no workable 
alternative 
plans 
to 
proposals), the 
P resident could have announced that it 
still seem ed to him that he had no other 
cou rse to follow than the one be had 
em barked on but that his “ door” would 
at all tim es be open for suggestions.
